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GHI Will Convert Medical Units; 
Senior Citizens’ Plan Discussed

In a unanimous vote, GHI board members at their meet- 
ing on Feb. 8, decided to have the old medical center converted 
into two 4-bedroom homes, at the same time requesting the 
architect to proceed on preliminary drawings within the range 
of 86,000-10.000 for the remodeling of each unit. It was noted 
that GHI had reaped considerable profit from the building 
when used as a medical center, but now that it has been va¬ 
cated, each month’s delay in putting the building to some use 
causes that profit to dwindle. 


The board also unanimously vo¬ 
ted to give general manager Roy 
Breashears first priority on one of 
these homes. Breashears enter¬ 
tains many visitors to GHL and it 
was felt his home should reflect 
the best of GHI homes as well as 
the high regard in which he is 
held by the corporation. It was 
also pointed out that a choice home 
site should be one of the fringe 
benefits, of the general manager's 
position. 

Lutheran Church Plans 

An exception to the zoning or¬ 
dinances is crucial to the plans of 
the senior citizens who seek to pur¬ 
chase and remodel the Lutheran 
Church as a home for the elderly. 
If an exception would have no 
effect on the zoning of property 
nearby, GHI would probably en¬ 
dorse the groups proposal to con¬ 
vert the church into an 80 unit 
dwelling. 

GHI, however, is fearful that 
other builders might view the ex¬ 
ception as setting a precedent for 
seeking further exceptions to build 
high-density apartment houses 
with the concomitant disadvantage 
of additional traffic. 

GHI is also fearful of what will 
happen to the property if the sen¬ 
ior citizens do not purchase it. Cor¬ 
poration members expressed the 
opinion that it is all too likely that 
a private developer might buy the 
property and have it zoned for 
apartments or even commercial 
use. 

GHI board was informed that no 
decision had yet been rendered on 
the motion to reargue the school 
site case presented to the Court 
of Appeals by corporation lawyer 
David Reich. 

(Subsequently, it was learned 
that the court denied the motion. 
What the corporation's next move 
will be is uncertain). 



Boat Yard 

In checking with GHI’s attorney, 
it was established that GHI would 
not have liability if an electrical 
outlet was placed in the boat yard. 
Also, the outlet would not result in 
increased insurance costs. 

February is a busy month for 
the corporation, with the orienta¬ 
tion meeting for the membership 
scheduled on the 21st, a regular 
board meeting on the 22nd, and a 
special meeting on the medical 
center homes on the 29th.

GHI Rehearing Is Denied 

The Maryland Court of Appeals 
denied last week the request of 
Greenbclt Homes, Inc. for a re¬ 
hearing on its suit against the 
Prince Georges Board of Educa¬ 
tion. The court early last month, 
in a split 4-1 verdict, had ruled 
that the school board was within 
its rights in selecting parcel 2 — 
the land between GHI property and 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way — as the site for a new senior 
high school. 

GHI had based its motion for 
reargument primarily on the con¬ 
tention that the Appeals Court 
had not given full consideration to 
the procedural questions arising 
out of the lower court's ruling.

City Merchants Question Plan 
On Center Mall Renovation

A variety of opinions from the city’s businessmen gieet- 
ed the city’s plan for renovating the Greenbelt Center Mall, 
at last Monday’s special council meeting. The city has pro¬ 
posed that $40,000 be spent in up-grading the city-owned 
property that lies between Centerway and t he statue. 


About $28,000 would be spent for 
new benches, drinking fountains, 
pole lights, replacement of all con¬ 
crete sidewalks, and ornamental 
work. There would also be a new 
setting for the statute, including a 
brick retaining wall and a back¬ 
ground of low-level hedges. Bench¬ 
es would be located in an inner 
square so as to be out of the 
stream of main traffic. 

Another $11,000 would be spent 
on shade trees, azalea bushes, and 
other shrubbery, including a per¬ 
manent Christmas tree. The plan 
was prepared under the direction 
of landscape architect T. D. Dono¬ 
van. 

Who Will Pay? 

The hitch came over the council's 
proposal that the owners of abut¬ 
ting property pay half the cost —or 
$20,000 — through special assess¬ 
ment. City manager James Giese 
said that there have been prece¬ 
dents for this kind of cost-sharing. 
The assessments, he noted, could 
be paid over a reasonable period of 
time — 10. to 15 years — and some 
equitable way could be devised so 
that they would be proportionate 
to the benefit received by the in¬ 
dividual businesses. 

Several businessmen, however, 
argued that the renovation plan 
was of chief benefit to the city as 
a whole rather than to the com¬ 
mercial businesses. They stated 
that the mall was the center of 
many civic functions a*d was sur¬ 
rounded by many city and public 
buildings. 

Maj^or Edgar Smith said that the 
council recognized this by agreeing 
to pay half the cost. It would be 
difficult, he said, to justify using 
tax funds coming from the entire 
community — including Springhill 
Lake, which had its own supported 
shopping center — to cover all the 
cost of the renovation of the Cen¬ 
ter Mall, especially when, in his 
opinion, the renovation would help 
the businesses in the center. Coun¬ 
cilman Francis White strongly sup¬ 
ported Smith on this point. 

Demands of Businessmen 

Leo Gerton, owner of High’s 
dairy, argued that beautifying the 
center would not appreciably in¬ 
crease his business. He said that 
the city's plan does not involve 
the two areas where improvements 
would be of most help — namely 
sidewalk repairs and lighting on 
Centerway. Smith answered that 


the sidewalks were beyond the 
city’s jurisdiction because the\ 
were on private property. 

Another group of businessmen 
felt that while the renovation pro¬ 
ject was helpful, what was really 
needed was a face-lifting of the 
buildings themselves. Mr. S. Tan¬ 
ner said that perhaps the renova¬ 
tion plan, if paid entirely by the 
city, might induce the owners of 
the property, William and Charles 
Cohen, to make comparable im¬ 
provements in the structures, in 
cooperation with the tenants. Coun¬ 
cil accepted a suggestion that an 
attempt be made to have a meet¬ 
ing with the Cohens to see what 
could be done about revitalizing 
the total environment. 

A representative of the Cohens 
had earlier registered his official 
protest against the assessment as 
bordering on class (discriminatory) 
legislation since the renovation was 
intended, in his words, to benefit 
the entire city of Greenbelt. 


Meetings on Constitution 

A meeting of civic, business, pro¬ 
fessional and religious groups, who 
banded together to assist in selec¬ 
ting a slate of candidates for dele¬ 
gates to the Maryland Constitu¬ 
tional Convention has been called 
for 8 p.m,, February 27, at the 
County Service Building in Hyatts- 
ville. 

Carlton R. Sickles, who was the 
Chairman of the County Delega¬ 
tion. said plans would be discussed 
at the meeting for a campaign to 
acquaint the people with the con¬ 
tent of the new Constitution prior 
to the special election on May 14. 
The meeting is open to the public. 

All sixteen delegates from Prince 
Georges County supported the fi¬ 
nal document. They will participate 
in the educational campaign and 
will urge voters to approve the 
new Constitution. 


ART SHOW AT PG COLLEGE 

The Art Club of Prince Georges 
Community College is presenting a 
month-long exhibition of painting 
and drawings by art students at 
the college.

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Tiventy-five Years Ago 

The plight of the new home owners in the North End of 
town was eased when Greenbelt Consumer Services converted 
four adjacent houses in the No. 3 block of Laurel Hill Rd. 
into a supplementary food store . . . 

Overcrowded classrooms resulting from the influx of chil¬ 
dren from the new Defense Homes were a big problem at the 
Elementary School, and in January it was necessary to assign 
fourth and fifth graders to double shifts . . . 

Nationwide food rationing by the point system went into 
effect in February with the distribution of ration book No. 2. 
Foods rationed were coffee, dried fruits, and canned vege¬ 
tables, juices, fruits and soups . , . 

Previously rationed items were shoes, sugar, gasoline and 
automobile tires. Some other goods, while not (yet) rationed 
were in short supply. For instance, the quota of heating oil 
for all the Greenbelt homes was cut by 10%, and the manage¬ 
ment had to figure out ways of stretching the supply. But¬ 
ter deliveries to the food store were also inadequate, so 
GCS instituted its own rationing system . . . 

Greenbelt's new concert orchestra held its first rehearsal 
in February and amateur players showed up for a very en¬ 
joyable evening . . . 

A survey revealed the need for a day care center for 
young children of working parents; it was estimated that 200 
children aged two to twelve years needed adequate day care . . . 

Efforts were being made to re-open the former Health 
Center Hospital on Gardenway and to enlarge its capacity 
from 10 to 20 beds . . . 

Metal was needed for the war effort, and Greenbelters 
were kept busy collecting their tin cans (washed and flattened) 
for donation to the government . . . 

LOCAL TAXI FARES INCREASED 


An increase in taxicab fares ef¬ 
fective February 1 was passed as an 
amendment to the Taxicab Regu¬ 
lations for Prince Georges County 
by the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners. 

The County Commissioners also 
reaffirmed that all taxicabs shall 
be equipped with taxi-meters prior 
to May 1. 

The amendment increases the 
per mile passenger rate from the 
former 55 cents for the first mile 
or part thereof to 60 cents and 
changed the rate of ten cents for 
each additional 1/5 mile to ten 
cents for each additional 1/4 mile. 

Other refinements included: 

20 cents additional for each 
passenger over one; provided how¬ 
ever, that children in arms shall 
not be charged. 

Meters will be set on time and 
mileage when they leave the 


boundaries of Prince Georges 
County; however, exceptions will 
be granted for companies whose 
primary area is in the municipali¬ 
ties of Laurel and Takoma Park. 

Pets may be transported at the 
discretion of the driver, and if 
transported will be charged at the 
rate of 50 cents. Any seeing eye 
dog transported will travel free of 
charge. 

A service charge of 50 cents may 
be charged if the driver is request¬ 
ed to inform a prospective passen¬ 
ger of his arrival and is required 
to go above the main entrance 
floor of the apartment house or 
dwelling.

Striking Presentation 
At Restored Ford Theatre

Except for general subject-mat¬ 
ter, there could scarcely have been 
a greater contrast in mood and 
point of view than those represen¬ 
ted by the newly restored Ford’s 
Theatre and the first work to be 
produced there. The theatre is a 
19th-century period piece, with 
lace-curtained boxes, imitation gas 
lamps along the balcony, and cane- 
bottomed chairs. It resembles as 
closely as modern expertise could 
make it the theatre as it appeared 
on the evening of Lincoln’s assas¬ 
sination. Many of Matthew Bra¬ 
dy’s old photographs of the famous 
theatre were studied minutely to 
aid in the reconstruction. 

A far cry, however, from “Our 
Country Cousin,” the play that 
Lincoln was watching that fated 
evening, was the inaugural produc¬ 
tion, Stephen Vincent Benet’s 
“John Brown's Body,” which open¬ 
ed officially on Lincoln’s birthday 
but was shown to preview audien¬ 
ces the preceding week. Benet’s 
work was not a drama but a long 
narrative poem, tracing the Civil 
War from its antecedants in the 
voyage of a slave ship and its sym¬ 
bolic beginning in Brown’s raid 
on Harper’s Ferry to its sad after- 
math In Lincoln’s death and the 
collapse of the Southern aristocra¬ 
cy. As the poem traces the fates of 
individual characters (both famous 
and symbolic) from North to South, 
it regards both sides in the con¬ 
flict with a dispassionate sympathy 
impassible at the time when Ford's 
was last in use. 

The actors of the National Rep¬ 
ertory Theatre (NRT-at-FonTs) 
presented the poem by verse chor¬ 
us, narration, and individual dra¬ 
matized speeches, some players 
doubling and even tripling their 
roles. There was no set — only a 
blue and white carpet like a large 
checkerboard. Occasionally an ac¬ 
tor carried in a stool to sit upon, 
but most props were imaginary. 
Melora carried an invisible infant. 
The Negro butler polished an in¬ 
visible silver service. 

All actors dressed in black, the 
actresses in bluish-gray. The men’s 
jackets, were high buttoned after 
the style of Civil War uniforms; 
the women’s skirts were full and 
ankle length, the sleeves long, and 
necklines high. 

Although the work’s narrative 
form prohibited a true dramatic 
tension, there was plenty of move¬ 
ment in the production. The work 
might be more accurately describ¬ 
ed as choreographed, rather than 
acted — though there were indivi¬ 
dual portrayals (G. Wood's Lin¬ 
coln, Anne Draper’s Melora) that 
drew enthusiastic acclaim from the 
audience. Virtually all of the read¬ 
ings showed a high degree of com¬ 
petence. 

But what struck the modern im¬ 
agination most forcibly was the 
brilliant use of stage lighting to 
augment or to shade moods and 
the equally effective choreograph¬ 
ing of movement in ways impos¬ 
sible before the great innovators 
in the modern dance. “John Brown’s 
Body,” as produced at Ford’s, 
speaks the language of our cen¬ 
tury. In its cameo setting, this 
fact was underlined.

Unique Rescue Vehicle 
Doubles As Laboratory 

A unique heavy duty rescue ve¬ 
hicle, built to University of Mary¬ 
land specifications for doubling as 
a mobile teaching laboratory, has 
been presented the university’s fire 
service extension department by 
the Maryland Civil Defense Agen¬ 
cy. 

Designed by John W. Hoglund, 
senior instructor, the $32,0G0 ve¬ 
hicle was custom built by Pritch- 
ard-King, Inc., Baltimore. It will 
be kept in readiness over the next 
eight years for use by the state in 
times of actual disaster. In addi¬ 
tion, the new unit will provide a 
unique experience for students of 
fire and rescue work. 

Expected to accomodate classes 
of up to 40, the completely ventila¬ 
ted 32 x 8-foot vehicle provides 
working, storage and desk space 
for class instructors—and even a 
picture window for staff and com¬ 
mand operations at disaster scenes. 
Carrying its own 5,000-watt gen¬ 
erator and a smaller auxiliary, the 
vehicle can be operated in remote 
rural areas. In the vicinity of 
urban buildings it can draw pow¬ 
er from existing electrical supplies. 

Equipment built into the vehicle 
includes an 8,000 pound electric 
winch forward and a 20,000 pound 
hydraulic winch at the rear, plus 
a lifting crane that could "put a 
1.000 pound weight on top of the 
university's McKeldin Library,” ac¬ 
cording to senior instructor Rich¬ 
ard M. Ronk.

*‘A million dollar asset’’ — that 
was the evaluation of Greenbelt 
Lake as a community resource, 
made by a Mr. Augustine, an offi¬ 
cial with the U.S. Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Service, who toured the lake 
area last week with City Manager 
James K. Giese.

Two suggestions received imme¬ 
diate approval: the construction of 
silt traps at each of the main 
tributaries into the lake and im¬ 
provement of the park road on the 
north side of the lake to prevent 
erosion. The silt traps would be 
merely holes of deep water near 
the inlet. Wlhen the flowing water 
hits these pools of deeper water, 
its force is slowed suddenly and 
the silt it carries is deposited. The 
silt traps would be so placed as to 
be easily accessible to the periodic 
operation of a drag line to empty 
them. 

Augustine and King recommended 
that any attempt to clean out the 
bay end of the lake be postponed 
until after Labor Day when the 
lake recreational season will be vir¬ 
tually over and drier weather as¬ 
sured. At that time the lake wa¬ 
ter level will be reduced and a 

bulldozer used to scoop out the 

silt deposits. 

* . * * 

The Public Works Dept has con¬ 
tinued with its improvement of 
the lake shore line below the lots 
on Lakeside Dr. and Lakeview Cir¬ 
cle. They have been clearing 

stumps to make way for a path 
and have also brought in base ma¬ 
terial, such as broken asphalt and 
gravel, to fill in certain soft or 
swampy spots. In a few places 
where springs arise, the city crew 
may be required to place drainage 
tiles below the walkway. The ma¬ 
jor storm drain, running to the 
lake from between 50 and 52 Lake¬ 
side, was finished this week. Only 
some top dressing of the area there 
remains to be done. 

The city crew also painted yel¬ 
low curbing in the University 
Square area to prohibit parking too 
close to intersections and patched 
pavement near 51, 53, and 55 Cts. 
of Ridge Rd. On Friday night, 
during the sudden snowfall, they 
salted the streets. 

* * * 

Private contractors were also 
working in Greenbelt this week. 
The paving contractor poured side¬ 
walk to widen the walkway area in 
front of the Youth Center. He also 
poured sidewalk opposite the Cen¬ 
ter underpass and finished the new 
curbing at the fire house. 

A private contractor, working 
for the developers of Springhill 
Lake, paved Cherrywood Lane, 
completing the final surfacing of 
all streets in that subdivision. It 
is estimated that by summer all 
streets in Springhill Lake will have 
been incorporated into the city’s 
system. 

* # 

The Police Dept, now has a full 
complement of police dispatchers, 
(one dispatcher was recently called 
into service with the active Re¬ 
serves; another recently became a 
police officer.) Mrs. Ruth Freder¬ 
icks, on an extended leave of ab¬ 
sence because of illness, has re¬ 
turned to her old job as daytime 
dispatcher. Kenneth Stair has been 
hired as evening dispatcher.
